ERADICATION OF PARAGUAYAN YELLOW FEVER HINGES ON PAHO AID 
Sao Paulo 0 ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 30 Jan 82 p 1l 


[Excerpt] Until the Pan-American Health Organization [PAHO] reaches a decision 
about the implementation of an intercontinental plan to eradicate the Aedes 
aegypti mosquito, transmitter of yellow fever, our country will be threatened with 
a reinfestation by this mosquito which exists in Paraguay in alarming proportions. 
Brazilian health officials declared yesterday in Brasilia that it does not come as 
a surprise co the Ministry of Health that all of Paraguay is infested by the Aedes. 


Jose Fiuza, superintendent of SUCAM (Superintendency for Pubiic Health Campaigns), 
is scheduled to return to Brazil Monday after participating in PAHO meetings to 
discuss intercontinental action to combat this mosquito and is expected to bring 
back a counterproposal made by PAHO and countries interested in that joint action. 


“If we do not receive help from PAHO and other countries," the official of this 
sector asserts, “we are aware that we shall continue to spin our wheels, for with 
our programs of internal combat alone we shall not be able to prevent a reinfestation 
of our country by this mosquite.” 


As an example, the same source says that Paraguay has 20 health supervisors for 
its entire territory and this is not enough to combat the yellow fever mosquito. 


In Brazil, more than 2,000 men are working in the health sector against the trans- 
mission of urban yellow fever, which is not transmitted from person to person but 
only through the bite of the female Aedes aegypti. Moreover, Paraguayan officials 
did not promote vaccination against the sylvan form of the disease, thus further 
impeding control efforts made by Brazil, which is endangered by land and sea. 


In Sao Paulo, SUCAM's Regional Director Gildo Horta Aguirre stated emphatically 
that the Aedes aegypti strain was eradicated in the urban area more than 20 years 
ago and that only a few resurgences, rapidly eliminated, have appeared, confined 
to the port area of Santos. 


In any case, vigilance and control of the yellow fever mosquito in Sao Paulo 
involves rigorous routine inspection in the 600 water-filled mud and glass traps 
strategically placed in vulnerabie areas, such as ports, airports and interstate 
highways. “When mosquitoes land here, they seek water to lay their eggs and these 


traps hold them," Gildo Aguirre explains. According to him, in Santos alone there 
are 300 traps to kill these mosquitoes, and the traps are inspected weekly. 








In aljdition, a team of 80 men are carrying on research in mosquito breeding places-- 
so-calied water collectors, such as water tanks, cisterns, cans and old tires-- 

to combat the larva forms. Furthermore, according to the Sao Paulo SUCAM director, 
all ships considered suspicious are inspected and their compartmente which could 
shelter winged forms of the mosquito are disinfected with sercsol insecticides. 


Gildo Aguirre points out that if any larva is found in breeding places, eradication 
measures are immediate. The same inspection procedure is carried out with regard 

to railway cars coming from Bolivia to the Santos port where the cars arrive sealed. 
Airplanes coming from suspected places are also disinfected, whether domestic or 
foreign. 


SUCAM's Sao Paulo branch stresses that there have been no cases of urban yellow 
fever in Brazil since 1942, and the 17 cases reported last year were of the sylvan 
form and occurred only in Amazonia and the central-western region. The appearance 
of the Aedes aegypti mosquito was reported in Santos last year and in 1980 on 
foreign ships and in railway cars. They were caught in traps and breeding places.

CHAGAS CARRIERS ESTIMATED T) NUMBER 4-5 “LLION

‘Text] It is estimated that from 4 to 5 million Brazilians are carriers of 
Chagas disease. This disease covers an area of 2 million square kilometers 
representing 23 percent of the national territory. The disease could be 
practically eliminated from the country by increasing domestic spaying of 
the insecticide BHC. The average predominance of Chagas infection. trans- 
mitted by the “ba »siero” mosquito, is 4.2 percent among the rural pwpulation, 
with the maximum indices in Minas Gerais and Rio Grande do Sul states (8.8 
percent). 


These are the conclur.ions of the serological investigation com'‘uct od by the 
Ministry of Health in the period 1975/81 to identify the spread of Chagas 
disease in the country. The investigation covered all the Brazilian munici- 
palities and should influence the setting of priorities to control the dis- 
ease starting this year, demanding epidemiologic studies that could clear up 
some results that do not correspond to what was expected. 


Among the absolutely surprising situations discovered by the investigation 
and which will be more thoroughly investigated by the Superintendency of Pub- 
lic Health Campaigns (SUCAM) are: the high indices of the disease in some 
wunicipalities of Santa Caterina State, the high level of human infection in 
Western Amazonia (Acre and Amazonas), and the low indices in Ceara, much dif- 
ferent from what could be expected on the basis of studies conducted in the 
area previously. 


Two projects are to be developed by SUCAM beginning this year in areas 
affected by Chagas disease: tests for susceptibility of triatomins to BHC, 
used more or less intensively in the country since 1950, and experimental 
tests with Deltrametrina in the contrui of the populations harboring the 
triatomins, which is an attempt to evaluate the long residual action of this 
insecticide, thus allowing annual treatm-nts. 


This year, SUCAM pians to protect 26,739,636 persons against Chagas disease, 
of whom 14,189,835 are in rural areas covering 1,681,001 square km in 1,071 
municipalities. Last year 6,145,108 persons were observed in 195 municipali- 
ties where the disease is endemic. 











Delfinopolis in Minas Gerais, is the Brazilian municipality showing the great- 
est incidence of the Chagas disease (66.5 percent). It is followed by the 
municipalities of Utinga in Bahia, with 63.8 percent; Pinheiro Machado in 

Rio Grarde do Sul, with 54.9 percent; Jundiai do Sul in Parana, with 45.4 
percent; Monte Alegre do Piaui in Piaui, with 41.5 percent; and Irineopolis 

in Santa Catarina, with 41.3 percent. 


The estimates 6f the prevalence of the disease by states is as follows: 

Minas Gerais and Rio Grande do Sul (8.8 percent), Goias (7.4 percent), Sergipe 
(6 percent), Bahia (5.4 percent), Piaui and Parana (4 percent), Paraiba (3.5 
percent), Pernmbuco and Mato Grosso (2.8 percent), Alagoas and Mato Grosso do 
Sul (2.5 pere-mt), Acre (2.4 percent), Amazonas (1.9 percent), Rio Grande do 
Nerte (1.8 percent), Rio de Janeiro (1.7 percent), Santa Catarina (1.4 per- 
cent), Ceara (0.8 percent), Para (0.5 percnt), Roraima and Espirito Santo 
(0.3 percent), and Maranhao (0.1 percent). In the rest of the states and 
territories there is no Chagas disease.

MENINGITIS ‘ROUTINE’ IN PARANA--The director of Epidemiologic Vigilance 
and Disease Control of the Parana Health Secretariat, Jair Pazzelo, said in 
Curitiba yesterday that the appearance of 10 cases of meningitis in the 
Cascabel region from the beginning of the year to date is a “routine occur- 
rence." He admitted that diseases such as meningitis "are always of concern 
and demand much attention” of the health authorities, but he repeated that 
this number of cases is far from being considered alarming. The secretariat 
received reports of 1,040 cases of meningitis in the entire state last year. 
Of these, 129 were meningococcus meningitis and 215 of other etiologies. The 
rest, of suspected origin, are also considered to be meningitis. [Excerpt]

MALARIA INCIDENCE IN PARA--The number of malaria cases in Para State in- 
creased from 75,000 in 1980 to 58,000 in 1981 according to a survey conducted 
by the SUCAM (Superintendency of Public Health Campaigns) and made public in 
Belem yesterday. Nine years ago the number was 11,000, while last year the 
rate almost doubled, from 6.8 percent to 13.3 percent. The experts of the 
sector fear an outbreak of malaria epidemics in the state, especially in the 
areas of most recent penetration in the southern portion along the 
Transamazon highway and in the prospectors’ camps of Tapajos. There are con- 
stant reports from the Para interior of cases of malaria, including fatal 
cases, as happened yesterday: A resident of Anapu in Altamira municipality 
told newsmen by telephone that in one locality of the area there have been 30 
deaths from malaria. However, official entries at the registry office and 
from the SESP [Special Public Health Service] Foundation list only six fatal 
cases of malaria in Janaury, none of them in Anapu, and no cases in February. 
In all main areas of pioneer expansion in Para the indices have increased 
greatly since the beginning of the year.

MENINGITIS OUTBREAK IN PARA--A team of the Health Secretariat of Para 

[SESPA], consisting of two physicians and eight vaccinators, left early 

today for the city of Tucurui on the shores of the Tocantins River to con- 
duct emergency vaccinations among the population of the city because of an 
outbreak of meningitis which started in 1980 but which at the beginning of 
this year reached serious proportions. To date, mine cases have been reported 
and one child has died. According to the secretariat, three of the nine 

caser are of the most serious type, with blood dissemination. The SESPA team

HEPATITIS OUTBREAK IN CRAVINHOS--The distribution of leaflets recommending 
Sanitary habits, a ban on the use of swimming pools in the city and greater 
care in garbage collection are the first measures that the health authorities 
of Cravinhos, 20 km from Riberao Preto, have taken to prevent an increased 
outbreak of hepatitis detected in that city. Over 60 cases have been regis- 
tered since December and still it has not been possible to discover the 
center of infection. Since the cases have been reported from various sections 
of the city and even from the rural areas, the chief of the health center, 
Osvaldo Ajona, believes that there is a “transmission current," that is, 
contact between people with the disease and others, and that it is being trans- 
mitted in this manner, especially on the outskirts, where health and sanitary 
conditions are very poor.

HEPATITIS OUTBREAK IN PIRACICABA---An outbreak of hepatitis was reported in the 
district of Saltinho, in Piracicaba, 12 km from municipal headquarters and with a 
population of 2,000. At the beginning of the year, dozens of children began to 
show symptoms of the disease and, until yesterday, 39 cases were reported with no 
clue as to the origin of the virus. The outbreak principally involves children 
from 2 to 14 years of age, and three theories were advanced by doctors of the 
prefecture's health clinic operating in the district: contamination through milk, 

water or fruits and vegetables. Inasmuch as the district is located in the rural 

area, milk consumed by the residents is distributed directly from the farms to the 
houses; this practice has been discontinued because of the outbreak. Until the : 
results of bacteriological tests of the water are obtained, the doctors and health 
personnel are investigating the district's sanitation conditions and the sale of 
fruits an: vegetables has been suspended, these products being sent from the city.

LEPTOSPIROSIS DEATHS IN BAHIA--Salvador--Yesterday, Bahia Health Secretary Jorge 
Novis indirectly blamed the mayor's office of Victoria da Conquista for the death 
of three persons, victims of leptospirosis, including Company Administrator Odary 
Soares Barbosa, buried yesterday. The three fatal cases occurred this summer, a 
period when che highest incidence of the disease is normally reported. Jorge Novis 
said that the secretariat is following the problem closely but stated emphatically 
that “leptospirosis is synonomous with garbage and the responsibility for keeping 
the city clean is in the hands of City Hall." Leptospirosis, the secretary said, 
is an endemic disease throughout the country, including Bahia, where, in the past 

3 years, an average of 200 cases have been reported. However, once diagnosed, the 
disease is curable. In the summer, there is an increase in the number of cases due 
to an increase in the rat population--the transmitters--and a lack of rain. In 
other periods of the year, the rain helps control the disease by washing the 
streets.

INFLUENZA-CAUSING VIRUS STRAIN ISOLATED 
Cairo AL-AHRAM in Arabic 19 Jan 82 p 6 


[Article by Wajdi Riyad: "Beware of Brazilian Influenza Virus in Cairo; 
Symptoms Are High Temperature, Muscle Aches, Headaches and Inflammation of 
the Throat"] 


[Text] Throat cultures have been taken from the patients who have visited 
the outpatient clinics of the communicable diseases hospitals, totaling 100 
patients with fever. In room No 13 of the viruses building of the 
(Antibiotics) and Vaccines Organization in al-‘Ajuzah, researchers have been 
conducting their tests to find out whether the fever is the result of an 
influenza virus or not. The isolation and clasaification processes are con- 
tinuing. These began with the start of winter and have been going on 
routinely. The Virus Research Center of the WHO (Antibiotics) and Vaccines 
Organization has been cooperating with 99 influenza research centers in 55 
countries to determine the virus causing this winter's influenza. 


Last Saturday afternoon, Dr ‘Abd al-Hamid Husni, the Virus Research Center 
director, notified Dr Imam Zaghlul, the Antibiotics Organization chai aan, 

of the results of the center's research throughout the winter to find out 

the virus causing this winter's influenza. The center has been able to 
determine that the cause is the Brazilian type-A virus. Two strains of the 
virus were discovered after a medical and biological survey in the outpatient 
clinics. Cultures were taken from the throats of ptients and injected into 
10-day old embryonated eggs. Three days after injection of the culture, the 
viruses appeared in the eggs. 


International [medical] circles have acknowledged that the influenza virus 

has baffled scientists and that influenza is not like the other epidemics 
against which immunity can be gained through vaccines, such as poliomyelitis, 
cholera and malaria against which immunity can be gained with a single vaccine 
shot. But the influenza virus is unstable and this is why it is difficult 

for scientists to find a single vaccine against it. 


Potential carriers are easily infected because of low immunity to the virus. 
It is well known that one of the reasons for the spread of the influeza virus, 
according to Egyptian Scientist Dr Imam Zaghlul who is one of the world 
experts on viruses, is that it is transmitted by way of the patient's 








respiratory system. The virus's incubation period may extend up to 15 days, 
meaning that a person may be carrying the disease-causing virus for 2 weeks 
without displaying any of the disease's symptoms. The most characterstic 
Symptoms are a high temperature ranging from 39-40 degrees centigrade, severe 
muscle aches, the inability to leave bed, inflamation of the throat and a 
severe headache. This type of influenza is not necessarily accompanied by 

a runny nose or a cough. It is interesting to note that doctors admit that 
there is no vaccination or effective antibiotic against the disease. Per- 
haps the best cure is complete rest to enhance the body resistance and to 
enable it to overcome the virus. There is no decisive weapon against the 
virus. Vitamin C, which is found in abundance in lemons and oranges, may en- 
hance the body's ability to get rid of the virus. 


According to Dr ‘Adil Yusuf, an assistant professor of nose, ear and throat 
surgery at the ‘Ayn Shams School of Medicine, doctors are not worried by the 
influenza, which affects no less than 20 percent of the population every 
winter. The doctors’ biggest fear is of the influerza complications which 
are summed up by Dr ‘Adil in the following: 


Influenza in children is very serious because children cannot tell what is 
hurting. However, let every mother know that if her child spends the entire 
night sleepless and crying from an earache and that if his temperature is 
high, then his (astacius) canal is severely inflamed. If this inflamation 
is neglected it will lead to piercing the ear drum. 


At times some patients suffer from repeated attacks of influenza throughout 
the winter. This is due to the fact that the mucous membrane lining their 
respiratory system is usually weaker than that of other people and, conse- 
quently, is more susceptible to infection. The result is a severe inflamation 
of the nasal sinuses, headaches, increased [nasal] secretions and a 

weakening of the sense of smell--a sense which the patient may lose forever 

as a result of the inflamation of the olfactory nerve. 


Tracheal and bronchial inflamation which is extremely serious to children 
because it hampers their breathing and causes them to suffocate. 


The eyes become very red and teary. 


Doctors advise against the use of cotton handkerchiefs which are capable of 
retaining the virus. When used, such handkerchiefs must be boiled in water 
to become disinfected.

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BILHARZIA-CONTROL REPORTS REVIEWED 
Cairo AL-JUMHURIYAH in Arabic 20 Dec 81 p 6

Reduced in Upper Egypt; Control of Disease in Delta and Western al-Nubariyah”"] 


[Text] Dr Mamduh Jabr, the minister of health, has announced the success of 
al-Fayyum experiment in reducing infection with bilharzia to less than 7 
percent. He has asserted that bilharzia in Upper Egypt generally dropped to 
less than 14 percent in 1980, compared to 29.3 percent in 1977. He has also 
asserted that infection with the disease among Lower Egypt school students 
dropped to 24 percent in 1980, compared to 53.4 percent in 1977. 


At the opening of the international bilharzia conference, Dr Jabr declared 
that the ministry's bilharzia-control plan is centered around three main 
axes: Patient treatment, snail control and health education. 


He said that the number of units operating in the sphere of bilharzia control 
is more than 2,900 units, including 1,662 units engaged in snail control, 
2,448 rural health units to treat bilharzia patients in the governorates, 169 
hospitals for the treatment of endemic diseases and 266 school health units 
including teams for the treatment of bilharzia. 


Dr Jabr has also said that the ministry is currently studying a plan to 
implement the successful projects that have led to reducing bilharzia inci- 
dence rates in Lower Egypt. The projects will start with the delta. Western 
al-Nubariyah, the canal area, the northwestern delta and then the worth- 
eastern delta. 


Concluding his address, the minister said that the Bilharzia Institute 
activities will extend to other parasitic diseases in Egypt, to research 
and to offering training, in addition to the curative aspects. 


Dr Mustafa Kamal Hilmi, the minister of state for education, has said that 
the bilharzia problem is a three-pronged medical, economic and social prob- 
lem.

ANTI-MALARIA CAMPAIGN--Harar--An intensified anti-malaria campaign was carried out 
last month in Harar Zuria, Gursum and Jijiga provinces in Hararghe region. Dis- 
closing this, Comrade Diriye Umer, Head of the Malaria Eradication Service Sub- 
Centre in Hararghe region, said that 5,597 homes had bcen sprayed with DDT in the 
three provinces to bring the disease under full control. The official pointed out 
thet peasants who had taken a short-duration course had taken part in the campaign 
alongside regular and daily workers of the organization. He lauded the partici- 
pation of the peasants and declared that similar courses would be launched in the 
future. The next round of the anti-malaria campaign in the three provinces is to 
resume next May for a two-month period.

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HEALTH DEVELOPMENTS IN 1981 REPORTED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 22 Dec 81 p 5 
[Article: “Chronology of Events in the Health Field During 1981) 


[Excerpts] 10 January 1981. An outbreak of weasles spreads in Ngada District, 
Nusa Tenggara Timur, claiming 17 lives. 


27 February 1981. An outbreak of gastroenteritis in Denpasar (Bali) is believed 
to have been caused by contaminated ice made from water drawn from an excavated 
well. The number of persons struck by the illness and treated at the local 
hospital has reached 345, among whom were seven children who died. 


5 March 1981. The Department of Health estimates that the cases of gastroenteritis 
reported from Bali do not constitute an epidemic, but rather just an outbreak that 
could occur anywhere, at anytime, in Indonesia. According to the department, 
gastroenteritis is an endemic disease whose occurrence is heavily dependent upon 
environmental sanitary conditions and the life-style of the population. 


10 March 1981. Since 28 February, Baubau in Buton District, Sulawesi Tenggarra, 
has been the scene of a gastroenteritis outbreak. However, no deaths have been 
reported so far. Local records disclose that this area witnessed a similar out- 
break of this disease in 1980 in which 61 persons died out of a total of 873 
reported cases. 


19 March 1981. Several villages in Hulu Sungai Tengah District, Kalimentan 
Selatan, have been struck by an outbreak of hemorrhagic fever. Of 95 children 
examined, 30 gave positive signs of being afflicted with the disease. The number 
of deaths remains unknown. The district was the scene of previous outbreaks of 
this fever in 1978 and 1979. In 1978, three cases and one death were reported; in 
1979, there were nine cases with two deaths reported. 


25 March 1981. Gastroenteritis has broken out in Cakung, Jakarta Timur. Sixty-two 
cases with 12 deaths have been reported. Four of the deaths occurred in the hos- 
pital, while eight persons died without hospitalization. The cause of the disease 
is believed to have been contaminated ice sold locally. Three persons among those 
afflicted were children; the remainder were adults. This latest outbreak is not 
the first time that gastroenteritis has broken out in Jakarta. In 1977, the 
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subdistricts of Pasar Minggu and Jakarta Selatan were struck and the illness then 
spread to Cilandak and Ciputat Subdistricts, the latter in Jakarta Barat. One 
hundred and fifteen cases were reported at that time, out of which there were 42 
fatalities. 


9 April 1981. Gastroenteritis is sweeping West Java and already has spread to the 
subdistricts of Ujung berung, Rancaekek and Cicalengka. In addition, the illness 
has been reported from Sumedang District, in the subdistrict of Wado from where it 
later spread to Darmaraja and Cadasngampar. Eighty deaths were reported as a 
result of the outbreak, and an additional 900 cases were given treatment. Exan- 
ination at various medical clinics disclosed that the majority of cases displayed 
symptoms of eltor [meaning unknown]. 


21 May 1981. The Department of Health has set as its target the elimination of 
frambesia (yaws) from Indonesia by the year 2000. To achieve this, emphasis has 
been placed on reducing the rate of incidence outside of Java-Bali to .001 percent. 
It is hoped that this goal can be achieved by the end of the thrid Five-Year Plan. 


20 June 1981. There has been a renewed outbreak of gastroenteritis in the village 
ot Cijambu, Cipongkor Subdistrict, Bandung District. At least four persons have 
died and 300 people had to be given medical attention. 


27 June 1981. A World Health Organization (WHO) survey conducted from 1976-1979 
in fifteen provinces of Indonesia disclosed that 2.4 percent of 156,250 children 
below the age of five suffered from a Vitamin A deficiency and xerophthaloia 
(conjunctival dryness of the eye). This percentage is quite high because, 
according to WHO, any rate over 2 percent is considered critical. After Aceh 
which registered the highest rate, came Kalimantan with 1.5 percent, Sumatra Barat 
with 1.3 percent and Sulawesi Tengah with 1 percent. The provinces reporting the 
lowest rates of incidence were Lampung .2 percent, and Kalimantan Timur zero 
percent. 


8 July 1981. Inhabitants of Jakarta have been frightened by the sudden appearance 
of a strange illness which caused one deati. in the locality of Cipinang Besar, 
Jakarta Timur. Three young women were taken by ambulance to the Kusta Sitanala 
Hospital in Tangerang which specializes in the treatuent of leprosy. 


9 July 1981. The leprosy which has been discovered among the residents of Cipinang 
Besar, Jakarta, is by no means an epidemic. Because the rate of contagion is very 
low, it is estimated that 90 percent of the population is immune to the disease. 
Infection by leprosy requires direct, repeated conta/:t over a long period of time. 


5 August 1981. Banda Aceh and Aceh Besar District took their turns as the scene 
of an outbreak of gastroenteritis. Each day about 40 patients were admitted to 
Dr. Zainal Abidin Hospital, Banda Aceh. Ten patients died because of a delay in 
seeking treatment. Medical facilities to treat the illness are sufficient; 
however, admission/reception centers for patients are lacking. 


1l September 1981. Thirty-two residents of the hamlet of Dentana, village of Wue, 
Bajaw Subdistrict, Ngada District in Flores have died. They were believed to have 
been the victims of Hongkong flu, an illness whose lethal nature is well known. 
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12 September 1981. The cases of Hongkong flu reported from Flores evidently are 
only malaria. 


23 September 1981. Jakarta has been frightened by a report from the urban quarters 
of Gotong Rojong, community of Jata Rawamangun, Jakarta Timur, of dozens of cases , 
of a dermatological disease characterized by the appearance of water blisters on 
the skin. The occurrence of the illness raised the level of fear among local 
inhabitants who suspected the illness might be smallpox. 


24 September 1981. The cases of dermatological disease reported to be smallpox 

in the community of Jata Rawamangun, Jakarta Timur, turned out to be neither skin 
disease nor smallpox, but rather chicken pox which is not dangerous, although it is 
a contagious disease. 


28 September 1981. Seventeen deaths have been reported among 317 cases of 
gastroenteritis in the district of Indragiri Hilir, Riau Archipelago. On 12 
September, 13 deaths were reported among 231 cases of the same illness in 
Timbilahan. In the subdistrict of Retah, 56 canes were reported with two deaths. 
On 13 September in Tembilan, 254 cases were reported with 17 deaths. 


6 October 1981. From 11 September to 1 October 1981, 149 cases of gastroenteritis 
with six deaths were reported in Bima, Mataram. The fatality rate was success- 
fully held down by localizing the spread of the disease through the quick 
mobilization of medical personnel and supplies which were quickly dispatched to 
the affected area. The district of Bima is an endemic area for gastroenteritis, 
but the death rate from this illness has been brought under control. In 1979, the 
there were 11 deaths among 435 cases; in 1980, there were 13 deaths among 442 
cases.

DIPHTHERIA IN WEST JAVA--The Public Health Service of tho District of Sumedang 
reported 34 cases of diphtheria from the villages of Cibitung, Buahdua and 
Sekarwangi. All these villages are in the subdistrict of Buahdua, about 23 kil- 
ometers east of Sumedang. The head of the subdistrict Public Health Service, Dr 
Noor Martany, in response to questions by journalists, said that an increase in 
the number of cases was detected through an analysis of the patients’ sputum 
conducted by the Bio Farma Laboratories in Bandung. The analysis yielded positive 
results concerning the presence of diphtheria bacilli. She also stated that the 
cases of diphtheria began to appear in October 1981 with the discovery of 11 cases 
from the hamlet of Benang in the village of Buahdua. Treatment of these cases 
was undertaken immediately and in the meantime, an investigation was launched 
promptly and resulted in the discovery of additional cases which, until the present 
time, have reached a total of 34.

MEASLES IN CENTRAL JAVA--Four persons have died and 45 others remain in critical 
condition as the result of a measles outbreak that spread to all villages in the 
subdistrict of Toroh Grobogan, Porwodadi, Central Java. According to the report 
received by MERDEKA, at least 195 residents of Toroh Subdistrict have been 
afflicted by the disease which has spread in epidemic proportions. According to 
the report, villagers who came down with the illness displayed symptoms of con- 
tinuous coughing, a high body temperature, and bloodshot eyes.

Prostitutes with the disease were discovered as the result of a 
survey undertaken by a team for the rehabilitation of prostitutes together with 
physicians of the municipal public health service. Individuals found to be suffer- 
ing from the illness were given innoculations promptly.

March to the end of May 1981 and resulted in the registration of around 5°00 
prostitutes. Of this number that was examined by public health physicians, 10 were 
found to be afflicted with Vietnam Rose.

FATAL DISEASES OF MANOBO TRIBE--Cotabato City, Feb 17--An outbreak of various 
diseases, mostly measles and respiratory illnesses, has killed at least 28 
members of the Manobo tribe the past few days in Kulaman valley, Sultan Kuda- 
rat, it was reported yesterday by the Office of Media Affairs here. The OMA 
said close to 100 other tribesmen, most of them children, have been downed 

by the diseases which included malaria, influenza, ringworm, goiter and tuber- 
culosis. The epidemic, according to a report received by OMA, was rampant in 
the sitios of Mati, Lima, Blancas, Mantil, Sakuling and Linga Walo which 
border the municipalities of Palembang, Kalamansig and Bagumbayan in Sultan 
Kudarat. The report said most of those who succumbed to the diseases were 
children aged from one month to 12 years. Poor sanitary condition around the 
communities reportedly caused the epidemic. Health regional director Serapio 
Montaner was reported to have dispatched a team of government physicians com- 
plete with medicines to prevent the spread of the epidemic. [By Tony Pe

MYS. IOUS DISEASE ALERT--A Japanese scientist warned local doctors yesterday 
that a new mystery disease that causes muscle weakness, headache, convulsions 
and sensory disturbances in both children and adults often leading to a fatal 
stroke has been found in Japan. Dr Katsutoshi Kitamura of the Kyushu Univer- 
sity in Fukuoka, Japan, made the announcement before the Second Annual Sympo- 
sium at the Philippine Heart Center for Asia. It is not known whether the new 
disease has also been detected in the Philippines. Called the "Moya-Moya” 
disease, Kitamura said that an increasing number of cases of this disease 
whose cause is still unknown has been diagnosed in Japan. Moya-Moya is the 
lapanese term for hazy or puffy and it describes the “abnormal network of 
blood vessels observed near the internal carotid artery of Moya-Moya patients.” 
Although its cause is still unknown, Kitamura theorized that the “disease is 
congenital rather than acquired and could be the result of an immunological 
disturbance, a disturbance in the protective mechanism of the human body." 

He said that the ailment is usually associated with a narrowing of the kidney 
artery often seen in patients with high blood pressure. “The abnormal network 
of blood vessels seen in Moya-Moya victims is located in the basal ganglia and 
the internal carotid artery appears to be occluded at its end,” he explained.

[Excerpt] “Senegal now has some 17,000 known cases of leprosy, only 10 to 20 per- 
cent of which are contagious,” Dr Joseph Arthur Cap, epidemiologist at the Malta 
Hospital in Dakar, told us. Malta Hospital, which now has some 50 patients, is 

a referral center where the sick are treated and where student doctors are trained. 
However, it is also a medical unit for research and advanced training for doctors. 
It is financed by the Order of Malta, with the participation of the Senegalese 
Government for operations (personnel, food and pharmacy). 


“Here in Senegal, prejudice against leprosy is very stubborn. Our patients should 
come as soon as the first skin lesions appear. Treatment is easy then and there 
is no mutilation. Cure is certain,” Dr Cap says. 


However, the problem, according to Dr Cap, is that they generally come when the 
disease is in the advanced stages and surgery and chemotherapy are then needed. 
Treatment is more difficult and more restrictive for the patient. There is 
naturally early detection at the time of the vaccination campaigns by the Major 
Epidemic Service. However, Dr Cap says that “results are not yet satisfactory 
from the standpoint of the speed of these campaigns and especially, the impossi- 
bility of examining individuals under satisfactory conditions.” Nevertheless, 
the number of leprosy victims in Senegal has remained relatively stable in recent 
yeatTts. 


For treatment, Dr Cap describes four new drugs that make it possible to reduce 

the length of treatment to crix months if the patient comes in as soon as the first 
Symptoms appear. One of the major problems of the leprosy treatment centers is 
that the patients left them after a while because results were slow, especially 
when the disease was resistant to treatment. 


However, within the framework of prevention, the hope of finding a vaccine in the 
years to come continues. According to Dr Cap, a research team from the World 
Health Organization is making the last tests on the harmlessness and effective- 
ness of the vaccine. In this connection, research by Prof Yvette Pares from the 
School of Medicine and Pharmacy of the University of Dakar along these same lines 
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(study cf a vaccine for leprosy) is the subject of great contrceversy in scienti- 
fic circles in Dakar and throughout the world. 


While awaiting the development of these interesting prospects, a certain social 
organization for the reintegration of victims who are “cured” ur about to be 

was set up several years 4go, with the establishment of 14 leprosy villages, 
“which are scattered in the most bizarre fashion,” according to Marc Cap from 
the Institute of Applied Leprology in Dakar (ILAD). “Bizarre” is indeed the 
word, when one realizes that half of the villages are in Casamance, although thr 
southern region of Senegal perhaps has nm» more victims than other areas. By way 
of example, the River region has only one village. 


These 14 villages house some 4,000 inhabitants, one-third of whom are still under 


treatment, a social organization under the Ministry of Social Action but within 
which national or international aid association play a remarkable role. The 
National Major Endemic Diseases Services provides treatment in the villages, 
Along with these charitable associations.

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NEWLY DISCOVERED BACILLUS STRAIN KILLS MOSQUITOES

Western world, the tiny Mosquito is 


little more than an annoyin st. 
But to millions in the third World, 
some mosquitoes speel death itself.

plummet as the result of a new strain‘ 


of bacillus known as Bacilus 
thuringiensis israelensis, isolated by 
biologist Dr. Joel Margalit at Ben 
Gurion University of the Negev. 


The bacillus, says the scientist, 
also promises to help mankind kick 
the dangerous chemical pesticide 
habit. 


Margalit, who has studied the 
insect world for twenty years, 
explains that when the synthetic 
pesticides were first introduced in 


the 1940s, they were very effective 
on the insects and were considered 
relatively harmless to other animal 
species, including man. 


Over time, the creatures became 
nereasingly resistant to | > sprays 
With chemical pesticiues, the 
aumber of people suffering from 
nalaria in India, for instamec, 
dropped from 10 million to 60,000 
by 1962. But by 1969 the figure rose 
again to 7 million because of the 
insects’ resistence. To Dring the 
numbers down more powerful toxic 
pesticides had to be synthesized and 
applied in larger and more potent

As an alternative, scientists in the 
1960s turned to natural bio-contro! 
agents to spray crops. Today, they 
are in widespread use but until 
Margalit isolated the bacillus, no 
effective biocontrol agents existed

Beginning work in 1976, Margalit 
and an associate, Dr. Leonard 
Goldberg the University of 
California at Berkeley, searched 
throughout Israel to find the proper 
bacterial santple. Finally, in 1977, at

kilometeres west of Beersheba, they 
discovered larvae which had 
mysteriously died.

“We became very excited,” 
remembers Margalit. “After 
bringing them back to the lab to 
isolate the killing agent, we 
introduced the bacillus to healthy 
mosquito larvae—which died within 
half an hour.” 


POISONOUS ONLY TO 
MOSQUITOES 


Sensing they were onto 
something potentially very big, they 


sent the micro-organism to the 
famed Institut in Paris. The report 
which came back confirmed their 
suspicions: It was indecd a new 
strain which was extremely virulent 
to mosquito larvae. The tiny 
Bacillus thuringiensis israclensis 
produces a crystalline protein 
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substance during spore formation 
which acts as a posion to mosquito 
larvae, by paralyzing their digestive 
systems soon after they eat the 
bacteria. 


At a Prague mecing .f the World 
Heath Organization (WHO) in 
1978, Margalit’s findings were 
endorsed by the body and he was 
asked to join the Expert Committee 
of the Scientific Working Group on 
Biological Contro! of Insect Vectors 
(Disease Carriers). His research has 

‘ been partially funded by the Worid 
Health Organization. 


in October 1979, Margalit went to 
Kenya, where he worked closely 
with local entomologists on the 
possibility of transporting the 
mosquito larvae there. 

Currently, Margalit is looking 
into the best methods for field 
application of his product. “ Because 
it harms no other from of animal life 

. except the mosquito,it need not pass 
‘the stringent environmental tests 
necessary for chemical sprays,” he 
says in the bacillus* favour. “Also, it 
has a shelf life of at least a year.”

Equally important, Margalit hasa 
strong hunch, as yet unproven’ 
conclusively, that the cost of 
producing his mosquito fighter is 
comparable to chemical pesticides. 


“Every way you look at it,” says the 
enterprising biologist, “evesybody 
benefits except the mosquito.”

MEDICINES PRODUCTION, DISTRIBUTION TO BE IMPROVED 
Hano. QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 11 Feb 82 p 2 
[Acticle by Minh Cuong: "Caring for the People's Health"] 


[Text] Since the complete liberation of South Vietnam, the public health 
sector has enjoyed favorable conditions but has simultaneously been faced 
with an extremely difficult and complex situation. As an aftermath of the 
former regime, epidemics and social diseases have spread nationwide. Though 
its task requirements have been on the increase, the public health sector 
has had only limited capacities and has also lacked public health cadres, 
medical treatment facilities as well as medicines. Under these circumstances, 
the public health sector has exerted every effort and scored noteworthy 
achievements. Thi: greatest achievements over the past years is the fact 
that the public bealth sector has reformed the whole public health system 
left behind by the former society and has continued to build material- 
technical bases for itself and to develop a broad public health network 
throughout the country. Up to 1980, the entire country had 2,396 hospitals 
and medical aid stations and 9,034 village public health-maternity stations 
together with 14,000 doctors and 28,000 physicians. The average ratio was 
1 doctor/physician to 1,200 people. The number of patient beds for every 
10,000 people rose from 29 in 1975 to nearly 40 in 1980. 


Because of many difficulties in importing medicines from abroad, the sector 
has paid increasing attention to developing our popular traditional medicine 
and has stepped up the production of medicines made of domestic raw materials. 
In 1979, the nationwide area cultivated with medicinal plants was 4,500 hec- 
tares which was double that in 1975. Domestic raw material used to produce 
medicines rose from 9.3 percent of the total amount of medicines in 1975 to 
29.3 percent in 1980. The movement to grow medicinal plants and to use 
Vietnamese medicinal herbs has everly spread everywhere. To date, there 

are 200 villages and 51 districts in the country which have fulfilled the 
standards of cultivation and use of Vietnamese medicinal herbs. Due to the 
nationwide building of a public health network and to the steady implementa- 
tion of the preventive medicine guideline, we have been able te check danger- 
ous epidemics such as chelera and bubonic plague which broke out frequently 
and widely in the southern provinces before the liberation day; social 
diseases, especially malaria in South Vietnam, have been further repelled. 
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However, the development of the public health sector has not caught up with 
the need to protect the people's health. Though attention has been paid to 
developing the cultivation of medicinal plants and the production of medicines, 
possibilities are still limited and there still is a serious shortage of 
Curative medicines. Due to the low quality of medicines made of domestic raw 
materials and to the psychology of consumers who still prefer foreign medi- 
cines, insufficient attention has been paid to the use of popular traditional 
medicines and those made of domestic raw materials. Since medical examination 
and treatment facilities and medicines producing and distributing installations 
have not yet been managed satisfactorily, manv negative practices have 
developed, causing inconveniences to patients. 


Caring for and protecting the people's health is a very important duty of 

our party and state which illustrates the superiority of the socialist systen. 
At present, our country is still poor economically and its contingent of 
public health cadres has reached maturity but is still insufficient and weak. 
To progress and properly care for the people's health the public health sec- 
tor needs to take appropriate steps to build up a modern public health system. 
Right now, it is necessary to know how to closely combine modern medicine and 
popular traditional medicine. Gradual steps must be taken to develop popular 
medicine on a scientific and modern basis. It is important to collect, 
evaluate and widely disseminate medical prescriptions which have been handed 
down from one generation to another and which have proven capable of curing 
certain diseases including those difficult to treat with western medicine. 

It is necessary to conduct investigations about the contingent of good 
physicians throughout the country, to assess and classify them according to 
their standards and also to map out a plan and policy to use them appro- 
priately and to enable them to develop their talents and contribute to the 
task of caring for and protecting the people's health. 


There is now a rather urgent demand for medicines to cure our people's 
diseases and improve their health. In the past, this need was met mostly 

by foreign aid and import. At present, we must consider it important to 
develop the sources of domestic medicines. It is first necessary to step up 
a deep and broad people's movement to cultivate and expl»)it pharmaceuticals. 
Concerning public health facilities, norms must be set on the yearly produc- 
tion of pharmaceuticals by taking local conditions into account. Specialized 
agencies must have a plan to propagandize, guide and widely popularize the 
technique of raising, cultivating, exploiting, processing and using domestic 
pharmaceuticals and to organize the supply of young [medicinal] plants and 
essential technical matertals. 


Pharmaceuticals culture and cultivation is a production sector which usually 
requires a high technical degree. The state must have investment and price 
policies and formulate suitable purchase procedures to encourage and intensi- 
fy the people's movement for pharmaceuticals culture and cultivation; it must 
also have a plan to gradually build regions and installations designed to 
produce precious pharmaceuticals in a concentrated manner and on a large 
scale in areas where natural conditions are favorable. Along with the 
production of pharmaceuticals, it is necessary to fully develop the capaci- 
ties of the existing medicines production installations and to build new 
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industrial production ones which are commensurate with the plans to develop 
raw materials [production] and to heighten the quality of the medicines pro- 
duced. 


At present, the amount of medicines used to cure our people's diseases comes 
from various sources: production and distribution facilities belonging to the 
state, medicines sent by overseas Vietnamese and by cadres and students on 
mission abroad to their families at home, good physicians who have been 
authorized to produce medicines according to inherited prescriptions, and so 
forth. These medicines reach patients mostly through medical treatments 
facilities and state drug stores but, on the other hand, a fairly important 
portion of these medicines is still being handled through the free market. 

It is precisely this portion of medicines which has disrupted the medicines 
market and given rise to fake medicines prejudicial to the people's health; at 
the same time, it constitutes a loophole for the imperialists and reaction- 
aries to take advantage of to poison [our people] and create hotbeds of 
epidemics and diseases. Therefore, our opinion is that the medicines coming 
from all sources and being circulated in our country must be controlled and 
their quality assessed and that the circulation of all kinds of medicines at 
the free market must be strictly forbidden. The state must monopolize the 
management of medicines of all origins and also their distribution through 
medical treatment facilities and drug stores. 


Beside the management of medicines, it is necessary to properly manage medical 
treatment facilities, examination rooms, hospitals and medical aid stations. 
Education must be intensified to heighten the professional conscience and 
responsibility of the public health personnel and to make sure that patients 
are treated according to the degree of severity of their diseases and that 

the medicines distributed reach the patients. In view of the numerous diffi- 
culties facing the life of cadres and workers, it is necessary for the state 
and public health sector to care for and well organize the life of the sector's 
cadres and personnel and to immediately eliminate the current application of 
the "three benefits" motto in hospitals because this working method tends to 
create conditions for the development of negative practices instead of being 
a good measure to stabilize and improve the life of public health cadres and 
personnel. 


Since production in our country has been developing slowly and proven insuf- 
ficient to satisfy the consumption demand, the public health task of the state 
alone cannot yet fully meet the people's need for medical treatment. To care 
for the people's health and protect it, it is, therefore, necessary to 

closely coordinate the state's effort with the people's contribution. 


To partly overcome the shortage of curative medicines, it is now still un- 
advisable, in our opinion, to raise the question of free medicines distribu- 
tion in hospitals; rather, we must consider the possibility of reducing the 
rate of payment [by patients] for the medicines used for treatment--this 

in view of the need to partly mobilize the people's and mass organizations’ 
money to create conditions to further increase the sources of medicines. 
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Caring for and protecting the people's health is a task of our entire party 
and people. Beside the heavy responsibility laid on the public health 
sector, it is necessary that other sectors and all levels and citizens pay 
due attention to preventive hygiene in each household and at public places 
and carry out this task well. Army units stationed in each locality must set 
a good example in applying preventive hygiene and work as activists in the 
movement to care for and protect the people's health.

Cruz, veterinary quarantine officer assigned here, said the importers, con- 
sisting of five drug companies with offices in Quezon city, had tried to mis- 
lead his personnel by submitting fake import permits. “Importation of this 
vaccine is like introducing a new animal disease in the Philippines which is 
considered highly transmissible among swines," Cruz said. He said the intro- 
duction of the virus vaccines, called "TGE," (for transferable gastro-enteri- 
tis), is “very dangerous because we don't have yet the animal disease for 
which the vaccines will be used." He said seizure proceedings have been taken 
for the confiscation of the vaccines which will be used for prosecution of the 
importers and for proper disposal. Earlier, Cruz ordered the seizure and 
destruction b:' burning of two live goats brought in by a "very influential 
person." The goats, he said were suspected to be carriers of African swine 
fever, a contagious and dreadful disease.

DETAILS OF DISEASES AFFECTING MANIOC, INSECT DAMAGE 
Brazzaville MWETI in French No 521, 7 Jan 82 pp 1, 4 


[Excerpt] Today Europe is importing more and more manioc, which it uses in the 
livestock feed industry. 


Thus with the populations of consumer countries on the rise and industries consuming 
more and more raw materials, we are currently witnessing a revival of interest in 
manioc. This renewed interest is also starting to attract the attention of research- 
ers worldwide, particularly those of the Loudima Agronomic Research Center (CRAL), 
who are working constantly to improve manioc production, since it is known that 

this crop is threatened by numerous diseases. The CRAL's research work has caught 
the interest of the Research Center for International Development (CRDI), which 
helps to finance its work. 


Initially directed by Mabanza Joseph (who is in Europe today), research to improve 
manioc harvests is being continued at the CRAL under the direction of agronomist 
Victor Mbama. 


It should be noted that manioc is particularly threatened by two main diseases: 
manioc bacteriosis, or xanthomonas manihotis, and mosaic. These diseases make it 
impossible to obtain good yields. 


Mosaic reduces leaf surface through deformation of the leaves and thus reduces 
photosynthesis. It has also been found that the density of the manioc harvest drops 
following mosaic attacks. 


Manioc bacteriosis is rampant in the rainy season and in areas where attacks are 
very severe, the disease can cause significant damage. Plantations generally look 
like only fields of sticks of dead wood following attacks. 


There is also the manioc cochineal insect, or phenacoccus manihoti, which is of 
recent introduction in Central African countries. It was first reported in the 
Congo by Sylvestre (1972) and in Zaire by Hanh and Williams (1973) at about the 
same time. It has also been reported in Angola, Gabon, Nigeria, Senegal and the 
Central African Republic. 


The damage caused by the cochineal insect during the dry season is dramatic. It 
is characterized by a sharp decline in apical growth and the death of young manioc 
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plants. Most plants nevertheless resume a normal vegetative cycle with the arrival 
of the first rains, but the proliferation of pseudococidae results in a loss of 
leaf material and a reduction of tuber production. 


As a result of laboratory work (jointly conducted by CRAL and WHO-Congo researchers), 
periodic observations are being made of the manioc cochineal insect, saking it 
possible to study the main parameters of the biological cycle: development time 

of different stages, longevity of the female and her fertility. 


Combating Bacteriosis 


To combat all of these diseases, the CRAL, in cooperation with the International 
Tropical Agriculture Center (CIAT) in Colombia and the International Tropical 
Agriculture Institute in Ibadan, Nigeria, is stepping up its research to find 
domestic and foreign varieties which are resistant to the aforementioned diseases, 
in order to improve manioc production. 


Thus manioc hybridization ind selection operations, for making manioc resistant 

to bacteriosis, are being conducted at Loudima and the regional station at Odziba 
(north of Brazzaville), which is an area that has been particularly affected by 
manioc bacteriosis. The same experiment is being tried at Mbe, in the area surround- 
ing Brazzaville, for the multiplication and observation of newly examined local 
varieties.

WIDESPREAD WHEAT DISEASE--According to reports by the provincial crops insect 
pest and plant disease survey station, the powdery mildewing of wheat has 
occurred in Enshi, Xingshan, Zhijiang, Jiangmen, Yingshan, Yingcheng, Dawu, 
Sui and Gucheng Counties and in Hunnan agricultural management bureau. The 
incidence of the disease in some plots is as high as 19.8 percent of all the 
plants. An analysis, based on the characteristics of the temperatures in 
spring this year, the current existence of the germs and the situations where 
the jointing of wheat has been gcuerally delayed, and where a relatively large 
mount of nitrogenous fertilizers has been used has showed that the powdery 
mildewing of wheat will be very widespread this year. it is hoped that all 
localities will strengthen investigations and analyses and carry out compre- 
hensive preventative and curative work in a timely way.

Ndugu Liwenga said that in the meantime, the Ministry had recommended the use 
of a pesticide ging under the trade mark ‘Actellic (two per cent dust’) 
which has proved effective against the beetle. 


The Scania beetle, Prostephanus Truncatus, is reported to be attacking stored 
maize in Tabora, Shinyanga, Mwanza and Morogoro regions. In Morogoro it is 
mainly threatening the harvest at Filosa. 

Meanwhile Shihata, quoting the Managing Director of the Twiga Chenical In- 
Guetries company Néugu F. Melekia, reported at the weekend that formulation 
of 62 tonnes of Actellic which was imported recently had been completed. 


He said formulation of the insecticide was completed last week.

“We 
know they are pupating now and we would expect another outbreak soon,” he 
said. “But the outbreak may not be of any economic importance because the 
host plants will have grown a bit too tough for their liking. We still iiave 
to see what effects it will really have on the young crops of farmers who 
planted very late or have replanted.” Each female army-worm can lay up to 
890 eggs at atime. Moths emerge from the pupal stage five weeks later. 
Young caterpillars can feed only on young tender foliage so that a newly ger- 
minated crop is particularly at risk if all other vegetation in the area is 
dry and tough.
